WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—The Admin- | 
{stration’s Ship Subsidy bill, amended in| 
several important features, was passed 
by the House of Representatives this | 
afternoon by a vote of 208 to 184—a 
Majority of 24. Sixty-nine Republicans | 
voted against the measure and four} 
Democrats joined the majority in its| 
support. 

The Subsidy bill now goes to the Sen-| 
ate. Chairman Jones of the Senate} 
Committee on Commerce has called the! 
committee to consider the measure next | 
Monday. He said today the bill would} 
be reported promptly and probably in | 
the form in which it passed the House. | 

The final effort of the Democrats to| 
kill the bill by striking out the taxation 
end direct subsidy features was de-| 
feated by a vote of 215 to 182. | 

The only {mportant amendment made } 
today was that eliminating the amend- | 
ment adopted yesterday denying sub-| 
sidy to American vessals which trans- | 
port or sell intoxicants. This amendment 
Was unsatisfactory to the drys and it 
Was stricken out by a vote of 227 to 21. |}

Prohibition, the drys contending that no 
Bection dealing with the subject is neces- 
sary.

$42,000,000 Decline in 


Taxes for October; 


$408,000,000 Drop in Period from July 1 





WASHINGTON, Nov. 29. — Federal 
tax collections for October aggregated 
$111,012,494, a decrease of $42,150,237 
compared with October, 1921, according 
to complete figures for the month com- 
piled today at the Treasury. 

Collections since July 1 amounted to 
$711,759,468, against $1,119,964,882 for 
the same period of 1921. 

Chief among the decreases by com- 
parison with collections of a year ago 
was the reduction in income and profits 


taxes. Those two items brought in’ only 
$29,434,464 in October, while for the 
same month last year the collections 
were $42,250,297.

figures was on tobacco taxes, where 
previously increases have been shown in 
comparison to the 1921 record. Tobacco 
taxes for last month totaled $24,850,044, 
while for October, 1921, the same source 
yielded $25,933,064. Since July 1, this 
year, the tobacco taxes have brought in 
$110,370,990, which is $9,914,624 larger 
than for the same period last year.

year ago of $6,463,419 in the manufac- 
turers’ excise taxes on automobiles, 
motorcycles and accessories, and $2,055,- 
118 in the corporation tax, which last 
month brought in $12,065,151.

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Roosevelt Gets Army Job 
For Soldier Who Saved Life

FORT THOMAS, Ky., Nov. 29.— 
Theodore Roosevelt, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy, has not forgotten 
the soldier who saved his life at 
Soissons. James Nolen, once of the 
First Division, has been accepted for 
another ‘hitch’ in the army after 
being repeatedly turned down. He 
owes his success to Roosevelt. 

Roosevelt was wounded at Soissons. 
Nolen came along with a stretcher. 


He begged Roosevelt to move back. 
Roosevent refused. Then Nolen load- 


ed him on the stretcher. Just after 
Roosevelt was taken away a shell 
exploded where he had stood and 
Nolen was badly wounded. When he 
left the hospital ‘‘ permanently dis- 
abled ’’ was written after his name. 

He begged for re-enlistment, but 
recruiting officers were obdurate. 
Then he wrote ‘‘ Do you remember? ’”’ 
to Assistant Secretary Roosevelt and 
set forth the facts. Then came orders 
from the War Department to the 
recruiting agent here to accept Nolen 
for further service.

Farmer Says ‘‘ Star” Witness 
Offered Him $100 to Bolster 
Up Her Murder Story. 


Mrs. Frances Noe! Stevens Hall, widow 
of the murdered New Brunswick clergy- 
man, let it become known yesterday 
that she interpreted the refusal 
Somerset County Grand Jury to return 
indictments against anybody for the 
murder of her husband, the Rev. Ed- 
ward Wheeler Hall, and Mrs. Elenor 
R. Mills as a vindication '’ of herself, 
members of her family and her friends. 

Now that the case against her has 
fallen down—Mrs. Hall has never tried 


to conceal the fact that the authorities | 


have suspected her of having a guilty 
knowledge of the murder—the rector's 
widow has succumbed to the strain and 
has decided to go away for a rest. It 
Was announced by a friend of her fam- 
fly yesterday that she would leave New 
Brunswick very soon on a long trip, per- 
haps to Europe. 

Mrs. Hall received dozens of bouquets 
of flowers. and hundreds of telegrams 
yesterday in congratulation of her ‘‘ vin- 
dication ’’ by the Grand Jury. She ex- 
pressed herself as immeasurably pleased 
at the manner in which her friends and 
even utter strangers have stood by her. 


Stevenses May Go Abroad. 


The decision of the Grand Jury not to 
return indictments upon the evidence 
offered by the prosecution also will 
result in Henry Stevens, brother of Mrs. 
Hall, and Edwin Carpender, her cousin, 
taking a hunting trip to North Carolina. 
Mr. Stevens, who several weeks ago 
dared the authorities to arrest him, had 
planned a trip abroad with his wife 
before the murders. After the North 
Carolina shooting trip Henry 
and his wife probably will make their 
deferred visit to Burope. 

The reaction of Mrs. Hall and her 
relatives to the Grand Jury decision was 
in marked contrast to its effect on the 
relatives of Mrs. Mills. James Mills, 
husband of the murdered woman, told 
reporters that he had expected some ac- 
tion by the Grand Jury and that he was 
very much disappointed at the result.

This communication was to the effect 
that if the ex-Ministers were executed 
it would cause a very bad impression 
throughout Europe, as it was not in ac- 
cord with civilized usage. Lindley 
brought this communication to the 
notice- of the Greek Government, but 
they apparently were powerless to act, 
being really in the hands of the revolu- 
tionary committee. 

Not only in this communication, but in 
further telegraphic messages also sent 
from the British Foreign Office to Lind-

FRANCE TO GIVE NO REBUKE.

This decision, it is stated, is not 
to be taken to mean that there is either 
general or official approval of the action 
taken by the revolutionary Government. 
| In the press, and, it is belleved, in of- 
| ficial circleg also, that action has been 
condemned. 

At the French Foreign office it is said 
that before the condemnation and ex- 
ecution of the Constantine Ministers the 
French Government had not taken a 
definite position, and that it cannot now 
do so. For this attitude the explanation 
| given is that the 
|in Paris informed the French Govern- 
ment during the time of the trial that 
any interference from abroad would be 
less likely to help the cause of the men 
on trial and to excite public opinion 
against them. It was explained that, 
the state of opinion in Athens being 
what it was, it would be impossible for 
any foreign government to intervene 
successfully, and that the best France 
could do would be to leave matters 
alone as being purely internal. 

This point of view the French Govern- 
ment accepted, and, having accepted, 
;feels that ft cannot now show its disap- 
|}proval of the action of the new Govyern- 
ment by withdrawing its Minister. 

The Temps says that, though the ex- 
ecuted men were no friends of France, it 
regrets their death as it regrets the 
deaths of all Christians and Mussul- 
mans, combatants and non-combatants 
who have perished since the landing ot 
the Greeks at Smyrna. It denies the 
right of the new Athens Government to 
judge political opponents, but adds that 
unjust political executions have not 
been so uncommon that this one can be 
treated as a great exception. The Temps 
view is that one should beware of catch 
} phrases like ‘' Eastern atrocities ’’ and 
‘* protection of minorities.’’ It was not 
the Turks who shot Gounaris, the paper 
points out. 

The Journal des Débata places a good 
share of the blame on Britain's action

State Department Declares 
Morgenthau’s Charge Is With- 
out Foundation. 


ACTED ONLY ON BROAD LINES 


it Did Not Aid Any Person or Cor- 
poration to Get Concessions In‘ 
Palestine or Elsewhere.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—Statements 
made by Henry Morgenthau, former 
Ambassador to Turkey, in connection 
with Standard Oil activities in Palestine 
were denied today by the State Depart- 
ment ag follows: 

‘* Department of State, 
‘‘ Nov. 29, 1922. 

‘The attention of the Department of 
State was called to a statement by Mr. 
Morgenthau published in a New York 
paper that he had been told by Mr. 
Samuels, President of the Dutch Shell 
Company, that he had been approached 
hy the Standard Oil Company and asked 
to give up certain interests in oil in 
Palestine, stating that this person was 
armed with g letter from the State De- 
partment at Washington and that Mr. 
Samuels did give up one-quarter of those 
interests. 

‘The implication in this statement 
was vigorously denied by the depart- 
ment. It was believed that either Mr. 
Morgenthau had been incorrectly re- 
ported or had been misinformed. It 
was stated at the Department of State 
that the only action taken by the de- 
partment whith could possibly be re- 
ferred to was its mandiate notes asking 
for equal opportunity for American en- 
terprise in mandate territories, an atti- 
tude which this Administration had 
taken as well as the prior Administra- 
tion. With respect to Palestine sep- 
argtely the only action taken there was 
to obtain from the British Government 
the recognition of the legal rights al- 
ready acquired by the Standard Oil 
Company in Palestine through permits 
which had been issued to that company 
and the department did no more than it 
does for any American citizen in sup- 
porting its legally acquired rights.” 


Seeretary Hughes declined to add any- 
thing to the State Department denial. 
Officers of the Government apparently 
were at a loss to understand what basis 
there could be for Mr. Morgenthau’s ac- 
cusation. It was contended that no offi- 
clal of the Standard Oil Company could 
have had any letter from the State De- 
partment containing any authority such 
as was suggested by what Mr. Morgen- 
thau said, as the department did not 
concern itself with the matter of work- 
ing out arrangements for the acquisition 
of American rights in Palestine or any 
other foreign territory. 

The entire practice of the department, 

it was paid, was contrary to procedure 
of that character. It confined itself to 
communicating with foreign Govern- 
ments in the interest of protecting 
American rights and interests in foreign 
territory, but its whole course followed 
broad, general principles and did not 
enter into efforts to make this or that 
arrangement in behalf of any American 
individual or corporation, : 
In explanation of this it was said that 
hen the British Government in its 
mandate control over Palestine recog- 
nized the legality of permits acquired 
by the Standard Oil Company the par- 
ticipation of the department in the mat- 
ter was ended. American companies in- 
terested in acquiring oil rights in man- 
dated and other territory have commu- 
nicated frequently with the department, 
but their negotiations for oil lands 
have been conducted by the companies 
themselves with the parties directly con- 
cerned and not by the department or 
under {ts supervision. 

With respect to Mesopotamia, which 
also is British mandated territory, the 
present Administration of the ‘State De- 

artment followed the course of its 

Yemocratic predecessor in insisting upon 
opportunity for the nationals of the 
United States equal to those of other 
nations. There appears to be a_ pos- 
sibility that Mr. Morgenthau confused 
Palestine with Mesopotamia. It is un- 
derstood here that the Dutch Shell has 
interests in Mesopotamia but not in 
Palestine. 

The notes of the United States under 
both the Wilson and Harding Adminis- 
trations In behalf of equal opportunity 
for American companies in mandated 
territory applied particularly to Meso- 
potamia. The United States also eon- 
tested the claim of the Turkish Petro- 
leum Company, a British-controlled cor- 
poration, that it had certain exclusive 
rights in Mesopotamia, obtained 
before and weince the World War, but, 
according to officials familiar with what 
hag taken place, the State Department 
has not attempted to arrange details 
of the material acquisition of American 
rights but merely to gecure acknowl- 
edgment of the broad principle that 
American citizens were entitled to equal 
commercial opportunity with nationals 
of other nations in mandated territory. 


Morgenthau Repeats Charge. 


PROVIDENCH, R. I., Nov. 29.—'' The

Washington Awalts Ratification. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 (Associated 


Press).—-Neither the United States nor} 


any other country signatory to the 
Washington naval limitation treaty has 
begun the scrapping of warships pro- 
vided for in that treaty, so far as the 
Washington Government is aware. It 
was said today at the Navy Department 
that the only aspect of the treaty al- 
ready brought into force wag the sus- 
pension of new capital ship construction 
in the Unitefl States and Japan. Great 
Britain had no new ships actually under 
construction, 

The scrapping of warships which has 


been proceeding in Great Britain, Japan 
and the United States, it was explained, 
has affected only vessels which are for- 
mally classified by each power as wholly 
obsolete for naval purposes. In the 
United States this work has heen pro- 
ceeding under an old statute long prior 
to the Washington conference, providing 
that the President may sell or break up 
or otherwise dispose of obsolete war 
vessels at his discretion. 

The special act of Congress authoriz- 
ing the scrapping of new warships as 
contemplated In the Washington treaty, 
specifically directed that this author- 
ization should not become available until 
the naval limitations pact had been rati- 
fied by all signatory powers and had 
come formally into effect. 

It was pointed out at the Navy De- 
partment today, therefore, that no au- 
thority exists to comply with the terms 
of the Washington treaty beyond the 
suspension of construetion of new ves- 
sels, Certain vessels of the American 
fieet, which would be scrapped under 
the Washington treaty, are out of date 
and have been put out of commission, 
but they are not regarded as_ wholly 
obsolete and therefore the Navy Depart- 
ment cannot proceed to junk them. 

The British Government had placed 
contracts for two super-Hoods just be- 
fore the conference met, and canceled 
these contracts when the Washington 
agreements were first reached. So far 
as known here, it was said, this can- 
cellation is the only ‘scrapping’ of 
war vessels under the treaty which has 
bean carried out by the British or which 
would have been expected of them prior 
to promulgation of the treaty or its 
ratification by all five signatories as 
provided in the treaty itself.

against the British. They have always 
regarded the British as enemies, and 
Britisa opposition causes no surprise; 
but they came to Lausanne with the idea 
that the French were their friends. and 
supporters, with their hands free from 
allied entanglements. Finding the French 
and British united, the urks make 
charges of treason and gay that if they 
had known what conditlons would pre- 
vail here they would not have signed 
the Mudania armistice. 

Despite the unfavorable aspect of 
things, the Allied diplomats believe that 
if Ismet Pasha had full powers a satis- 
factory settlement could be reached. 
But Ismet bas not full powers. Not 
only does he have to’submit every de- 
cision to Angora, but he is having dif- 
ficulty with his own delegation, and, 
notwithstanding the fact that he is the 

ersonal representative of Kemal Pasha, 

e has a hard time getting bis de- 
cisions ratified by the other members of 
his delegation. There is a common dread 
jhere that the British claims may bring 
a reaction in the Angora Assembly, re- 
sulting in new instructions which will 
make more difficult the final drafting 
of a real peace treaty. 

As bas been remarked, the task of 
making a treaty, four years too late, 
between the conquering Allles and con- 
;}quered Turkey, which has just defeated 
one of the Allies, igs a task of peculiar 
complications.

UNEARTHED IN EGYPT 


Gorgeous Funeral Paraphernalia 
of King Tahank Hamen Found 
by British Scientist. 





LONDON, Nov. 29 (Associated Press). 
—What is claimed to be the most sen- 
sational Egyptological discovery of the 
century is announced in a Cairo dis- 
patch to The Times from the ‘ Valley 
of the Kings” on the site of ancient 
Thebes, near Luxor. 

A series of subterranean chambers has 
been explored and so far has disclosed 
| the funeral paraphernalia of the Egyp- 
|tian King Tuhank Hamen, one of the 
| heretic kings of the eighteenth dynasty 
reigning about 1350 B. C. 

The discovery was announced today 
hy Lord Carnarvon, specially summoned 
from England by the explorer, Howard 
Carter, who had been excavating at this 


place with Lord Carnarvon for seven

Publicity Ban at Organization 
Session of National Radical 
Group Causes Surprise. 


BORAH LISTED TO ATTEND 


Senator Walsh of Massachusetts, 
Whose Name Was on Roll, Says 
He Will Not Be Present. 


Spectal to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—Senator La 
Follette, leader of the new national 
radical group which fs to be formed in 
and out of Congress, announced ‘today 
that the conference of Senators and 
Representatives and those elected to 
the Senate and House in the recent 
elections, to be held for organization 
Purposes on Friday, would take place 
behind closed doors. This statement 
caused surprise, as it is one of the 
tenets of those most active in the forma- 
tion of the new group that there must 
be no secrecy in the conduct of gov- 
ernrental affairs. 

It is apparent from the statement Is- 
gwued by Senator La Follette that the 
publicity of the conference will be con- 
trolled through the issuance of state- 
ments after the conference has con- 
cluded. 

Mr. La Follette said that up to a 
late hour this afternoon fourteen Sena- 
tors and twenty-six Representatives had 
@greed to be present. Among those 
mamed as having indicated an intention 
to attend was Senator Borah of Idaho, 
about whose participation there had 
been doubt since Senator La Follette 
issued the call in his capacity as Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee of the 
People’s Legislative Service, thus dis- 


e@rranging plans that were in the mak- 
ing for forming a nonpartisan progres- 
sive group that was not to include so 
many radical elements as the People’s 
Legislative Service. 

Another Senator whose name was con- 
tained in Senator La Follette’s an- 
nounced list as having expressed an in- 
tention to attend was Senator David I. 
Walsh of Massachusetts, Chairman of 
the Democratic Senatorial Campaign 
Committee, which managed the cam- 

aigns of Democratic candidates for the 
Beante this year. In a statement Sena- 
tor Walsh took his name out of the La 
Follette list.

The eleven passengers among the 212 
who were brought back from France | 
free of charge on the President Adams | 
of the United States Lines on Tuesday, | 
and who were detained on board because | 
the proofs of their citizenship were not | 
considered satisfactory by the immigra- | 
tion officials, were taken to Ellis Island 
yesterday. After an examination be- 


fore a board of special inquiry eight of 
the men were released and the remain- 
ing three were held for further examina- 


tion. 

One of the detained, Harry F. Gergu- 
eon, single, 29 years old, who described 
himself as a New Yorker, born and bred, 
could not satisfy the immigration offi- 
eclals because of his lack of knowledge of 
the city, his schooldays till he was 17 or 
the section where he had been born and 
lived. Gerguson explained that the ten 
years’ solitary confinement in the Ger- 
man prison for killing a young noble- 
man at MHeldelberg University had 
blotted out everything else. 

The story he told at Ellis Island was 
®o vague that Harry R. Landis, As- 
sistant Commissioner of Immigration, 
paid yesterday afternoon that he was 
afraid. it might prove to be a fabrica- 
tion. Gerguson will spend his Thanks- 
giving on Ellis Island and if he can- 
mot prove his citizenship may be de- 
ported to France. P 


TO ARREST COLLEGE EDITOR. 


Warrant Is Out for Director of Unl- 
versity of Callfornia Periodical. 


BERKELEY, Cal., Nov. 29.—A John 
Doe warrant for the arrest of the 
editor of the Laughing Horse, a cam- 
pus publication at the University of 
California, was Issued here yesterday 
by the district attorney after protests 
had been made by University students 
that the periodical contained obscene 
matter. 

President David P. Darrows and the 
regents of the university were said to 
have been criticised in the current issue 
of tne Laughing Horse as “ soldier auto- 
crats.”’ 

Groups of students raided magazine 
stands and confiscated copies. Roy 
Chancellor, a senior student and a lead- 
ing figure in the publication of the 
periodical, was quoted today as saying 


that there was no ground for attack on 
himself or the magazine and it was not 
a college publication and therefore not 
under censorship of the student body.

Mulcahy Explains Arty Policy. 


Richard Mulcahy, Minister of Defense, 
replying to all the criticisms of thé 
army, explained the estimates in detail.

PERSHING FOR SUBSIDY BILL. 


Says He Is “ Surprised’’ at Oppo- 
sition to the Measure. 


OMAHA, Neb., Nov. 29.—General John 
J. Pershing, Chief of Staff of the Army,

\Ve were dependent upon foreign ships, 
I cannot but hope that we shall neyer 
be found in a similar position again. 

“It is surprising that this measure 
should receive opposition from our own 
people when we realize that every mari- 
time power {s doing its utmost by propa-

ican shipping. From a practical stand- 
point of national défense, are we to 
spend a few million dollars annually to 
maintein a living wage for our seamén 
on our own ships or are we to revert 
to our prewar condition of helplessness 
from the defense standpoint and contem- 
plate the costly construction of mer- 
supply our navies and 
arinies in case war should come again? ”’ 

General Pershing reiterated his belief 
that America should ‘‘ maintain only a 
small regular army, but should educate 
a large number of young men to become 
officers and organize them into skeleton

Complaint’s against 25 Landlords. 


Twenty-five landlords appeared yes- 
terday before Magistrate Short in the 
Coney Island court, charged with viola- 
tion of section 2,040 of the penal code, 
referring to supplying heat to tenants. 
Ten were held to the Court of Special 
Sessions, five cases were adjourned 
until Friday and the remaining ten were 
settled and dismissed when the land- 
lords agreed to go home and turn on 


the heat. 

‘There is no excuse for landlords 
who say they cannot get coal and fail 
to supply heat to tenants,’’ declared the 
magistrate. ‘‘In Coney Island especi- 
ally a great many landlords are at- 
tempting to evade their contracts by 
failine to supply heat to tenants.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Your recent editorial on the direct 
vote for President is interesting. But 
voting directly for President would 
ibe no improvement over the present in- 
direct method. Of coufse, the Electoral 
College has become a useless machine.

But what if the President designate 
should die before the meeting of the 
Electors in January?

In 
the remote possibility of both dying be- 
tween the November election and the 
College in January, the 
Electors would be obliged to exercise 
the independent judgment that the 
framers of the Constitution intended 
them to exercise. 

It was clearly the idea of the framers 
of the Constitution to separate as nearly

The President, as the Execu- 
tive, was to come into contact with the 
legislative department at only two 
points: he was to address the Con- 
gress from time to time with informa- 
tion on the state of the Union, and he 
was given the steadying power of the 
but which could be overcome by 
a sufficient majority.

Even this great catastrophe of suffer- 
ing and exile won’t be without compen-*t 
sation if it serves to bind Greece more 
closely in the ties of friendship and> 
humanitarian endeavor to the United ° 
States. 

“Tt is almost unnecessary to say how. 
sincerely we hope and pray for the suc-’ 
cess of your appeal in America in behalf 
of our refugees. It is peculiarly fitting 
this appeal should come at the season of 
your American festival called Tranks- 
giving.

It is dated March 10, 
1822, and contains seventy signatures, 
among which is that cf Sam Houston.

The pe- 
tition, which constitutes one of the 
earliest attempts made by Americans to 
colonize Texas, proposes to the Mexican 
Government that the latter make over 
the lands of the Province of Texas to the 
memorialists.

EUGENICS INSPECTION 
IN CHICAGO'S BUREAU 


System of Voluntary Health Tests 
for Marriage License Ap- 
plicants Is Begun. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Ill., Nov. 29.—A system of 
health inspection for applicants for mar- 
riage licenses, both men and women, 
was started in Chicago last Monday 
without public announcement. 

Dr. Andrew M. Roman, with a view 
to obtaining statistics upon which to 
appeal to the Legislature for compulsory 


examinations, acts as a volunteer sen- 
try, information bureau and examiner, 
with the approval of Health Commis- 
sioner Bundesen. His station is in the 
marriage license office. To all men and 
women who apply for wedding permits 
he explains the purpose of the eugenics 
—— and asks that they consent 
to it. 

‘““Three hundred have agreed to the 
test,’’ said Dr. Roman _ tonight. * i 
has been notable that women approve 
the examinations and men, as a rule, 
demur, unless they are accompanied by 
their future wives. 

‘‘The large number who have sub- 
mitted to the examination led me to ask 
the co-operation of Dr. Bundesen, and 
hereafter I will direct the applicants to 
his office.”’ 

Dr. Bundesen said the Health Depart- 
ment has been making such tests in 
large numbers ever since the news- 
porets printed appeals to prospective 
orides to ask health permits before mar- 
riage. 

‘We have given a large number of 
health certificates,’’ said the Commis- 
sioner, ‘‘ and have found a certain per- 
centage of disease. While this office 
does not wish to be placed in the posi- 
tion of inaugurating anything causin 
embarrassment to the public, I personal- 
ly believe it is a splendid thing for par- 
ties to marriage to offer and demand 
guarantees of freedom from diseases,”’

BANKER SAVES LIFE! 


W. Irving Bullard of Boston Se- 
verely Hurt on Incline Rail- 
way in Brazil. 


ARRIVES ON PAN-AMERICAN 


Frank C. Munson Pleased at Action 
on Subsidy Bill—Says Line 
Will Retain U. S. Flag. 


W. Irving Bullard, Vice President of 
the Merchants National Bank of Boston, 
who arrived yesterday on the steamer 
Pan-American with his wife and their 
two children, was confined:to his cabin 
on the trip from Rio de Janeiro to New 
York through an accident. While as- 
cending an inclined railway outside Rio 
de Janeiro which resulted in his left leg 
and right shoulder being broken. His 
son escaped with bruises. The accident, 
which cut short the banker's trip, oc- 
curred when a cable broke when the car 
he was in was 460 feet from the ground. 
The car went with a crash to the foot 
of the mountain and Mr. Bullard was 
buried among the debris at the bottom 
and it was two hours before he was ex- 
tricated. 

Mr. Bullard was met at Quarantine 
yesterday by his physician, Dr. E. G. 
Brackett of Boston, who after an exami- 
nation of the banker’s injuries, said 
that he was resting comfortably and 
would improve steadily. When.the ves- 
sel docked at Hoboken a private ambu- 
lance was waiting to convey Mr. Bullard 
to the Grand Central Station, where a 
private car was ready to be attached 
to the midnight train for Boston. 

Mr. Bullard in an interview with the 
reporters before leaving the Pan-Amer- 
ica said that the South American repub- 
lics offered to the American investor 
at this time unlimited opportunities for 
large returns. ‘*Cattle raising,’’ he 
said, ‘‘was one of the most lucrative 
fields, and one of the largest banks in 
Rio de Janeiro has offered me 1,280,000 
acres of land suitable for cattle at 
11 cents an acre. ‘ 

‘The greatest needs in Brazil today 
are increased purchasing power from 
her own population, and the investment 
of foreign capital in the development of 
her own great national resources which 
lie dormant. Brazil faces a future of 
agricultural industry and financial de- 
velopment even greater, 1 believe, than 
the United States after the Civil War. 

Frank C. Munson, President of the 
Munson Steamship Lines, returned on 
the Pan-America with Mrs. Munson, 
after a seven weeks’ trip to the princl- 
pal ports on the eastern coast of South 
America, feeling confident that the Ship 
| Subsidy bill would pass. He declared 
| that the vessels of the Munson Line 
|would continue to fly the American 
flag, regardless of prohibition. That is 
if the bill is passed and becomes law. 

‘“What will you do if it does 
pass?” he was asked. 

‘“Well,’’ replied Mr. Munson, ‘ we} 
| shall continue our American registration | 
lfor a while, anyway, until we see the 
iresults. But a dry ship is badly handi- | 
lcapped. Our South American service, 
which is operated with Shipping Board | 
steamships, has already lost half of its 
| passenger traffic.’’ ‘ 

Among other passengers on the Pan- | 
American was José Vasconcelos, Special 
Ambassador Extraordinary from Mexico | 
to Brazil and Argentina, where he went 
four months ago on a special mission 
The Ambassador, who was accompanied | 
by his Chief of Staff, General Manuel | 
Trevina; his Military Attaché, Captain 
S. Garcia, and his Secretary, Julio; 
Torri, will remain in New York for two} 
or three days, he said, and then continue | 
his journey to Mexico City, where he | 

will resume his duties as _Minister of 
Education in the Obregon Cabinet.

Where possible and to whatever ex- 
tent you can with propriety do so we 
desire that you urge the Court to give 
more severe sentences to violators ef 
the liquor laws. 

Your attention is invited to the in- 
unction features of the National Pro- 

ibition act. Nuisance proceedings 
have been found to be an effective 
means of control and more frequent 
Tesort to them is desired. This de- 
partment is ready, as it always has 
been, to assist you by furnishing forms 
or briefs of authorities for instituting 
this practice in your district. 

We are sending to United States At- 
torneys in districts where breweries 
are located criminal informations and 
bills for injunction for proceedings 
against individuals and companies un- 
lawfully manufacturing cereak bever- 
ages. We desire that these be filed 
and tried promptly. The need for this 
is especially important in injunction 

roceedings, as the Court may be re- 
uctant to grant restraining orders if 
the evidence shows the nuisance to 
have been committed “at a remote 
period. 

Wherever there is an adequate Iocal 
prohibition law endeavor by every 
means at your command to stimulate 
enforcement of it by local officers. 
Seek to establish, as far as you can, 
a spirit of co-operation between State 
and Federal enforcement agencies, to 
the end that each discharge its just 
proportion of the obligation of enforce- 
ment. 

Believing that a violation of one law 
tends to a disrespect of other laws, 
these suggestions regarding your pro- 
hibition cases are made to you as a 
means of carrying out the policy re- 
peatedly indicated in correspondence 
from this department of rigidly ana 
uniformly enforcing all laws.

AMERICANS IN PARIS 
FEAST WITH HERRICK 


Ambassador and French Senator, 
de Jouvenel, Are Guests of 
the American Clab. 
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PARIS, Nov. (Associated Press).— 
The American Club treated Ambassador 
Myron T. Herrick and the French Sena- 
tor Henry de Jouvenel tonight to a 
Thanksgiving dinner as near to the old- 
fashioned variety as the French kitchen 
can supply. C. Inman Barnard, who 
presided, showed the guests the medal 
commemorating the first Thanksgiving 
dinner enjoyed by the Pilgrims in the 
seventeenth century, and remarked that 
a good many troubles had happened 
meanwhile; yet there were still many 
things to be thankful for. 

‘*Americans abroad,’’ said M. De 
Jouvenel in the course of his speech, 
‘will probably continue to celebrate 
Thanksgiving. I hope they will always 
have good reasons for so doing, but 
Europe will have less reason so long as 
the United States remains outside the 
community of nations.”’ 

The Senator assured the diners that 
he was not going to ask for anything. 
‘It has become quite a habit, I know,’ 
he said, ‘‘ since you gave your boys and 
your resources in the common cause. 
But at the present time we have come 
to realize that we can no longer count 
upon the United States. ‘ 

“The League of Nations is the best 
means for us to collaborate with the 
United States, but since the United 
States did not see fit to come in we 
have found that the same League is the 
best medium for us to get along without 
them. There is no nation in Europe big 
enough, strong enough and courageous 
enough to go it alone. The solution of 
the great problem in the future Hes in 
international union.’’ 

Alluding to the charges of imperialism 
against France, Senator De Jouvenel 
said: 

‘*Nations are no longer imperialistic 
since the war. They are protectionist; 
they want security and tranquillity. 
They know that armies are the most ex- 
pensive way of defending their firesides, 
and they are turning to the idea of an 
international Buropean compact or guar- 
antee, with each nation taking its re- 
sponsibilities in time." 

The Senator said he thought the repa- 
ration question would ultimately be re- 
ferred to the League of Nations, aé its 
solution depended upon an immense 
credit operation, which the League only 
could put through. 

Ambassador Herrick said he thought 
one of the greatest things the world 
had to be thankful for was that France 
and Great Britain had avoided drifting 
definitely apart. 

‘The successful passing of this mo- 
mentous crisis,’’ he added, ‘‘is of great 
portent for the future. Never again 
will it be necessary for the great peoples 
to resort to arms to settle their differ- 
ences. Tet the whole world be thank- 
ful for that.’’ 

Bishop C. D, Williams, who is in Bu- 
rope to inspect the European diocese of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, also 
spoke.

‘astonishing release of alleged felons.”’

I have lived 
seventy-four years and I have just con- 
cluded after two years in the County 
Attorney's office that the people want 
liquor and there is no use trying to 
force prohibition on them.”’ 

In some of the cases dismissed the 
defendants paid court costs when the 
cases were thrown out.

RIGA, LATVIA, Nov. 29 (Associated 
Press).—Joseph Krafewski and Otto Ne- 
mitz, naturalized Americans from the 
State of Washington, have just arrived 
fn Riga. 

They brought with them a story of 
the sufferings of Americans who went 
to Siberia in July as members of an 
autonomous industrial colony called 
** Kuzbas,’’ with headquarters at Kem- 
erovo, Siberia. The central office of 
the Kuzbas, they say, is 110 West Forti- 
eth Street, New York City. R. P. Cos- 
grove, belonging to that office, is now 
in Moscow, according to Krajewski, as 
an American delegate to the Third In- 
ternationale. 

Krajewski and Nemitz told The Asso- 
ciated Press today that they had been

their own food. In return they received 
a tent and were permitted to labor in 
the coal mines on a profit-sharing basis.

The colony, consisting of 
400 persons, half of whom were women 
and children, was in a deplorable situa- 
tion. Its members all lacked money 
with which to return to the United 
States.

More than 
half the men and a majority of the 
women and children were incapacitated. 
One American woman committed suicide 
through despair. Fifty of the colonists 
had _ but the remainder were 
etranded. 

When Krajewski and Nemitz applied 
to the Dutch Communist, Rutgers, Direc- 
tor of the colony, for permission to de- 
part, they say they were told that they 
must remain, because they had signed 
a two years’ contract.

Van Alten called on the jewelers short- 
ly before 4 o’clock and presented a card 
on which he had Written Klein & Sons, 
Alabama. He asked to see diamond rings 
set in platinum. The member of the 
firm who waited on Van Alten knew 
that the name of the firm was ‘ Klein 
& Son,’’ and, becoming suspicious, he 
summoned Detective Barron. When 
Barron attempted to place Van Alten 
under arrest Van Alten threatened to 
bring suit against the detective for false 
arrest, but, accorcing to the police, 
finally acknowledged his identity. 

Van Alten, the police say, uses the 
aliases Noble, Martin, Ford and Farley, 
and is one of the cleverest diamond 
thieves in the @Gountry. His method, 
they say, is to pose as an out-of-town 
jeweler, and after buying a quantity of 
goods on credit to disappear. He is 
also said to be an adept in the art of 
’ pennyweilghting "’ or substituting cheap 
imitations for gems. 

It was a June, 1921, according 
to police records, that Van Alten first 
came to the attention of the New York 
police when he visited this city and 
disappeared after swindling a number of 
| prominent firms. His first appearance

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KING GEORGE THANKS 
US FOR AN OLD MORTAR 


Replies to Secretary Weeks After 
Weapon Left by the British 


in 1774 Is Returned. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—An ancient 
brass mortar bearing the royal cipher 
‘“* GR,” which has filled a peaceful réle 
at Governors Island, New York, since 
the days of George Il. of England, has 
found its way back overseas to England 


and into the hands of its original own- 
ers, the King’s Royal Rifles, St. Rode, 


Bournemouth. It was sent over as a 
token of amity by the American army 
and in reply Secretary Weeks has re- 
ceived a message from George V. of 
England, honorary Colonel of the old 
British regiment. expressing a feeling of 


‘ comradeship existing between the mill- 
tary forces of the two English speaking 


peoples."* 

The weapon is one of those known as 
*“Coehorn mortars,’’ brass 24-pounders, 
long out of date, and was left at Gov- 
ernors Island inadvertently in 1774 when 
a battalion of the Royal American Regi- 
ment, a British Colonial force, organized 
in 1756, with men from Virginia, Mary- 
land and Pennsylvania, was withdrawn 
at the outbreak of the Revolutionary 
War and sent to Jamaica for service. 
Later, after service in other British 
colonies, the regiment reached England 
to be renamed the King’s Koyal Rifles, 
but retaining at the same time its old 


designation in the British Army, the 


Sixtieth Foot. 

Some years ago American officers at 
Governors Island, led by Chaplain Ed- 
mund B. Smith, investigated the origin 
| of the old mortars used there as decora- 
tions and conceived the idea of return- 
ing the old Coehorn to its real owners 
in the British Army. It had never been 
captured nor had the rifles ever been 
in action against Americans. An ex- 
change of courtesies followed, standards 
of the British regiment under which it 
had fought, and a signed photograph 
of King George V. being presented to 
lthe chapel at Governors Tsland.

The curtain will be’ rung down on 
football for the last time this after- 
noon.

Following the playing of the games 
listed for today, there will remain noth- 
ing but the selection of all-everything 
elevens, which seems to lose none of its 
glamour as the years go by; the final 
check-up on receipts and expenditures, 
discussion of coaching conditions and the 
customary rejoicing and lamenting. 


Three Big Games in East. 


So far as the East is concerned, there 
are three outstanding games to be 
played today—Cornell vs. Pennsylvania, 
at Philadelphia; Penn State vs. Pitts- 
burgh, at Pittsburgh, and West Virginia 
vs. Washington and Jefferson, at Mor- 
gantown. Two of these will involve un- 
defeated teams—Cornell and West Vir- 
ginia. 

However, there is one game that will 
doubtless overshadow the other two, 
that being the annual Cornell-Penn con- 
test at Franklin Field.

| Harry Neary, Smith’s manager, yesq 
terday signed articles on behalf of the

Mead’s consent to the terms offered the 
champion. Contracts were mailed imme- 
diately to Mead for his signature.

South African Discovers a Comet. 
CAMBRIDGE, Mass.. Noy. 29, -~ The 
| Harvard Observatory has received word 
| by cable of the discovery of a comet by 
Skjellerup, the South African astron- 
omer, at Cape Town, Nov. 26. The 
comet is described as faint and the posi- 
tion given was in the constellation of 
| Crater. Telescopic photographs taken 
|at Harvard after the weceipt .of the 
cablegram show the comet to be brighter 
than Baade’s comet, which was recently 
discovered, and to be moving more rap- 
idly. It is going southeast at a rate 
of between three and four diameters of 
the moon per day. At present it is of 
the seventh magnitude, somewhat too 
faint to be seen with the naked eye,
